THE VOICE OF THE FLAME 


When sober scientists under- 
take to put on a show, they can 
usually stage something that 
makes ordinary vaudeville won- 
ders look simple. 

A group of the General Elec- 
tric Company’s engineers the 
other day set up a radio device 
to make light waves audible, 
just for the edification of the 
convention of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. 

First one of the engineers 
held a lighted match in front 
of a photo-electric cell. A dull 
rumbling, like thunder came 
from an attached loudspeaker. 
Phen a Neon lamp was _ passed 
before the cell. A steady hum 
proceeded from the loudspeak- 
er. Following this an ordinary 
incandescent bulb was put in 
front of the ‘mouth piece” and 
a roar that almost shook the 
building was forthcoming.

made German lamp produced a 
noise like the siren of a fire 
engine. A Swiss lamp made a 
noise like a hoot owl. A bat- 
tery lamp gave out sounds like 
the thumping of a bass drum. 
And so on, through marvel 
after marvel. 


Now all of this, on the sur- 
face, may not look like magic; 
but it is just a reminder of the 
fact that scientists have un- 
covered a whole universe of 
profound mysteries, lying hid- 
den all about us. Listening to 
the queer noises made by light 
waves is a miraculous act, 
when you stop to think about 
it. The medieval alchemist, 
hunting for the elixir of life, 
Was never on the trail of any- 
thing half so thrilling. 


Tennyson, observing a com- 
mon flower blooming in a chink 
in a stone wall, remarked that 
if he could but fully under- 
stand that bit of vegetable 
growth, from beginning to end, 
he “would know what God and 
man is.” The modern scientist 
is in the same position. If one 
could fully understand this 
business of light waves that 
produce thunder, drum _ beats 
and siren wails, one would have 
a clearer picture of the uni- 
verse than any mortal that 
ever lived, 


All of which is just another 
way of saying that the earth is 
compacted of profound myster- 
ies. The scientists are poking 
into these mysteries bravely. 
but each one when solved mere- 
ly uncovers a new one beyond 
it. They discover just enough 
to demonstrate that we live in 
a world of wonder. 


And that, perhaps, is their 
chief service to us. Who can be 
cocksure, in a world where the

THE MIND OF THE CENSOR 


Somebody with an inquiring 
turn of mind recently clipped 
editorials on censorship trom 
many newspapers. 

Hardly one newspaper favor- 
ed censorship of the movies; 
all were against government 
regulation of film plays. 

The main reason was this: 
It is impossible to discover a 
small group of people with such 
transcendant intelligence that 
will enable it to decide what is 
the right sort of entertainment 
for 10,000,000 Canadian people. 

The greatest weakness of all 
censorship lies in the fact that 
no one is competent to decide 
what is “good” or “bad” for 
people. 

We have no quarrel with the 
censor type of mind—only we 
don’t want it regulating our 
amusements for us.

Flower Work 

If one wants a continual sup- 
ply of flowers and a trim ap- 
pearance in the garden gen- 
tally, all fading bloom and 
any suggestion of seed should 
be removed. The production 
of seed saps the vitality of any 
plant and it will not produce 
flowers and seed too. Alyssum 
and similar plants which pro- 
duce a profusion of short- 
stemmed bloom may be snip- 
ped with a pair of shears when 
the flowers start giving place 
to seed, and they will send up 
a fresh supply of growth in 
about a week. After each rain- 
fall, one must remember to 
loosen up the soil to conserve 
the moisture and let the air in. 
Just before the gladiolus start 
to bloom, it is advisable to 
sprinkle a little lime around the 
plants. This will give more 
depth of color to the flowers 
and will also sweeten the soil. 
Dying rose blooms, and bloom 
on the spirea, syringa, and 
other shrubs should be cut off 
so that all nourishment will go 
into the plants and produce 
growth for next year’s flower- 
ing. It is now time to ease up 
on cultivation around fruit 
trees, shrubbery and woody 
vines as growth on these must 
be hardened so that it will not 
kill back next Winter. It is a 
good plan to transplant a few 
well grown annual — flowers 
the rose bushes and 
shrubbery to check the growth 
while a cover crop of oats or 
vetch, or even weeds may be 
used for the same _ purpose 


among the fruit trees and 
bushes, 
Thinning 
Too often the mistake is 


made of not thinning all the 
vegetables. Many people think 
that because they can use very 
small beets and carrots it is not 
necessary to give them any 
room, but beets will not develop 
even to the greens stage unless 
evenly spaced. It is only nec- 
essary to give an inch and a 
half each way, and a little less 
for carrots. Asa result of this 
light thinning, ‘the vegetables 
will grow quickly, and quickly 
grown vegetables are always 
the most tender, It is not too 
late yet to sow a few beets, 
beans, and possibly corn, but 
the seed deus be soaked 
overnight to hasten germina- 
tion and growth must be hur- 
ried by frequent cultivation 
and plenty of water. 
Will Bloom Again 

Most perennials can be made 
to bloom again if the first set 
of flowers are removed when 
about two-thirds of them are 
past their best. In doing this, 
it is important, particularly 
with the delphinium or peren- 
nial larkspur, to cut back all 
growth supporting the bloom. 
This may mean the removal of 
all stocks, but one usually finds 
when the first blossom of the 
season is nearing its end that 
second growth is well started 
from the bottom, With the 
phlox, remove the old bloom 
with a pair of shears, the re- 
moval of the stocks not being 
necessary. Columbine is 
usually cut right down, leaving 
only the second growth which 
comes up from the roots. After 
this pruning, it is well to dress 
the soil about the plants with 
some good fertilizer and to cul- 
tivate well. 

Enemies of Fruit 

Two pests are liable to be 
particularly active among the 
bush fruits just now. Cur- 
rants, especially those of the 
red variety, are often almost 
defoliated in some quarters by 
the currant worm. To control, 
spray with one ounce of helle- 
bore to a gallon of water, add- 
ing a little soap to the water 
will help make the solution 


stick. If one has not a sprayer, 


specially- tiniest flame can speak with a dust the hellebore on in powder 


form while the dew is on the 
plant, or after a light water- 
ing. This poison which must 
be fresh will also control the 
worms which eat the leaves of 
roses. Examine the raspberry 
bushes and if the tips of the 
new canes are wilting, one can 
be quite sure that cane-borers 
are at work. These grubs 
make rings around the tip of 
the cane and bore down inside. 
Cut off the tip well below the 
lowest ring and burn these cut 
off portions. 


HEALTH SERVICE OF THE 
CANADIAN MEDICAL AS- 
SOCIATION—HEART DIs- 
EASE 


One of the reasons which 
makes heart disease difficult 
to deal with is that, unlike 
tuberculosis, it is not one defin- 
ate condition. In the fight 
against tuberculosis, we have 
been able to Five definate in- 
structions, and by listening to 
our constant repetition of such 
instructions, most persons have 
grasped the idea of how the 
disease may be prevented. 

Heart disease is not one dis- 
ease. There are many ab- 
normal conditions of the heart 
due to different causes, which 
give rise to different symptoms 
and require different methods 
of treatment and prevention. 

_ When some part of the heart 
is damaged, we say that there 
is organic heart disease. The 
significance of the condition 
depends upon what ely of the 
heart is damaged, how exten- 
sive the damage is, and 
whether or not the condition is 
progressive. These and other 


similiar points determine the 
gravity of the condition and 
indicate the proper form of 
treatment. 

Some hearts are improperly 
formed from birth. The vast 
majority of hearts that are 
damaged have suffered injury 
because of the occurrence of 
some disease. Diseases of the 
body, due to the action of dis- 
ease germs which give off 
poisons, are very often the 
cause of damaged hearts. 
Rheumatism in children — is 
serious because of the fact that 
it often involves the heart. 

Focal infections, such as 
diseased teeth or tonsils, are 
centres where germs persist 
for long periods of time, and 
are frequently responsible for 
damage to the heart. 

The heart responds to every 
effort of the body and, within 
limit, it does so with ease an 
comfort. When the heart is 
subjected to strain by im- 
proper living or by overexer- 
tion, there is always the possi- 
bility of permanent damage 
resulting. 

The prevention of heart dis- 
ease begins with the building 
up of a sound. body through at- 
tention to a proper hygienic 
mode of living. Proper care 
during an attack of disease, 
and particularly during the 
convalescence from a com- 
municable disease, is essential. 
The removal of any focus of 
infection should not be delayed. 

If a heart condition does 
develop, the life of the individ- 
ual must be adjusted to the 
capacity of the heart. This 
does not mean that the person 
becomes an_ invalid; it “does 
mean that he must learn his 


limitations and live according- 
ly. It never pays to abuse the 
healthy body, and it is fatal to 
abuse a damaged organ.

A MILLION MATCHES 
The Forest Service of Can- 
ada have been preaching the 
doctrine of fire-prevention to 
the tenderfoot and the novice 
who have yet to learn its nec- 
essity, and yet the annual toll 
of life and valuable timber 
takes place as inevitably as the 
collection of taxes. 

It is estimated that ninety 
per cent of forest fires are due 
to nothing more or less than 
the carelessness of the summer 
camper. If reasonable care 
were exercised by everyone 
who enjoys a camping holiday, 
nine out of every ten fires 
would never get a start at all, 
and there would be a saving to 
Canada of tens.of thousands of 
valuable timber to say nothing 
of the great unnecessary 
human sacrifice. 

Considered from an economic 
point of view it is ruinous to 
many trades when the timber 
is burned thoughout whole dis- 
tricts. Sawmills cannot be 
built in such places, big game 
do not breed midst blackened 
stumps.

WOOL DEMAND 
STRENGTHENS 


While it is a little early in 
the season as yet to forecast 
prices for the 1930 wool clip, 
the Dominion Live Stock 
Branch reports that wool prices 
have sagged consistently to 
lower levels since January 1, 
and present price indications 
are that local buyers will 
offering around eight to ten 
cents per pound for ungraded 
wools. 

With prevailing price levels 
mill buyers show an inclination 
to operate on a more extensive 
scale and a larger volume of 
wool appears to be moving into 
the mills than for severa 
months past. The 1930 clip of 
Canadian graded wools will not 
be available in any large quant- 
ities until the latter part of 
May or early in June, and it is 
not possible as yet to indicate 
what prices will be paid for 
these. 


CONTROL OF CURRANT 
RUST 


Four applications of sulphur- 
dust at intervals of ten to four- 
teen days commencing when 
the leaves are about one-half 
inch in diameter has_ been 
found by the Division of Bot- 
any of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to be very 
effective in the control of 
white-pine blister rust on black 
currants. This method was de- 
veloped through three of field 
experimentation. It was found 
that the rust came from white 
pines to the currant bushes, 
appearing on the black currant 
leaves when a definite stage of 
development in the aeciospores 
on the white pine became ap- 
parent. While this treatment 
prevents defoliation of the cur- 
rant bushes it is also found 
that there is sufficient inocul- 
um left on the leaves to re-in- 
fect white pines. 


\PLANT IMPORTS INCREASE 


Canada’s appreciation for 
the aesthetic in parks, garden 
and amateur horticulture is re- 
flected in the amazing increase 
which is reported in the im- 
portations of trees, shrubs, 
roots, perennials and bulbs. In 
1919 the Plant Inspection Serv- 
ice of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture examined 
900,000 plants, etc., at ports of 
entry while in 1929 the num- 
ber examined was over 48,000,- 
000. Inspection stations are 
maintained at Halifax, St. 
John, Quebec City, Montreal, 
Ottawa, Toronto, Niagara 
Falls, Windsor, Winnipeg, Est- 
evan and Vancouver, where 
imported plants are examined 
to ensure freedom from insect 
pests and plant diseases. 


PICK OUT THE BEST 


One of the finest opportuni- 
ties offered grain growers and 
farmers of Canada, or any 
other country, is the World's 
Grain Exhibition and Confer- 
ence being held in Regina in 
1982. L. H. Newman, Dom- 
inion Cerealist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at Ot- 
tawa, has announced that the 
growing test for purity of 
variety will determine prize 
awards. The grain shown in 
1932 must be grown in 1931, 
and 1930 is the last year in 
which selection of seed stock 
can be safely made. Watch

MORE AND BETTER 


The larger the hen the better 
the eggs she lays and the more 
there are of them. Poultry ex- 
perts of the Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture find that 
body weight has a very direct 
relation to egg production. A 
three pound hen will average 
137.9 eggs a year, weighing 23 
ounces to the dozen. With 
each '4 pound increase in 
weight there is an increase in 
the number of eggs layed and 
their weight per dozen—a four 
and a half pound hen will lay an 
average of 206.6 eggs a year 
weighing 24.5 ounces to the 
dozen. This item should be of 
particular interest to farmers 
keeping poultry flocks. 


FUTURE SEEMS ASSURED 


Superintendent Taggart of 
the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Swift Current, Sask. 
in his report, just issued, ob- 
serves that in the open plain 
regions of Western Canada the 
future of the combine seems 
assured. Combine operators 
who have had fairly extensive 
experience are almost unan- 
imous in stating that they ex- 
pect to continue using the com- 
bine. At the same time, he 
points out that changes and 
modifications both in machines 
and cropping practices will 
probably be made.
